HO] many of your non-Catholic friends 

have ever met a priest and had a con- 
fidential talk with him? Even if they be 
interested in the Catholic faith, they would 
much prefer not to approach a priest until 
they will have had some of their questions 
answered by Catholic lay friends. 

It-is uncommon for a non-Catholic to call 
on a priest to take instructions until he 
will have pretty much made up his mind 
that he would like to enter the Church. But 
his mind will not be made up until his pre- 
judices will have been broken down, until 
he will have learned from the example of 
his Catholic friends or from Catholic 
literature with which they provide him, 
that the Catholic Church would be his pref- 
erence. 

The non-Catholic is not surprised to have 
the Catholic interest himself in his conver- 
sion. He is rather surprised that so few of 
them bother about it. 

Gretta Palmer, newspaper reporter and 
authoress, has told her followers that she 
would have been a Catholic earlier in lifé 
if her Catholic friends gave her the least 
encouragement. From their manner of act- 
ing she thought they were discouraging 
her. She knew that they went to church 
Sunday after Sunday and often went to

From Bankruptcy

BACK in October, 1937, when there was no Federal Aid to 
the Schools controversy, when Protestant leaders were 
urging the introduction of Religious instruction under re- 
leased time“ in most communities of the nation, the Rev, 
Thomas F. Coakley, of Pittsburgh, pointed out: i 

The Catholic parochial schools stand between the 
city of Pittsburgh and bankruptcy. There are at present 
114,000 pupils in the public schools. The Catholic Church 
has 45,000, all of whom get the same kind of education 
as those in public schools with religious instruction 
added. The number in public schools is decreasing; in 
the Catholic schools increasing. 

If we Catholics sent our 45,000 children to the public 
schools, it would be necessary for the authorities to 
provide 45 new schools, each with a capacity of 1,000 
pupils at a cost of $18,000,000.00 (Building costs in 
those days were less than one-half what they are today; 
hence that figure should read about $40,000,000.00) ; 
grounds for all schools at a cost of $4,500,000; main- 
tenance, plus additional interest at $5,500,000.00 a year. 

The budget for the entire city of Pittsburgh is only 
$26,000,000.00. The cost of educating 45,000 additional 
pupils would be an impossible burden. It would exceed 
the borrowing power of the city, and would result in 

- bankruptcy.” 

Catholics are carrying one-third of the burden of the 
$26,000,000.00 Pittsburgh budget, and in addition spend 
more than $7,000,000.00 annually for the maintenance of 
their parochial schools. They are the real benefactors not 
only in Pittsburgh, but in practically all the cities of the 
north. 

What would Chicago do, for instance, if the more than 
400 Catholic schools—elementary and high—in that city were 
to close?

South Bend—Classes in theology 
kor the laity will begin in Sou 


be congucted by Rev. Philip Han- 
ley, O.P., and Rev. Francis Nealy, 
O.P., members of the department of 


Dame. They will be held at 8:15 p. 
m. each Friday evening for eight 
weeks in the St. Joseph parish hall, 
and will be open to Catholics and 
non-Catholics. 

The purpose of the classes is to 
enable Catholics to be better in- 
formed on the principles upon 
which the teachings of the church 
are based, chiefly so they will be 
drawn closer to God, but also so 
they will be able to understand and 
explain Catholic theology in its re- 
lation to present-day problems. 


This type of theology class is 
new to South Bend, but has been 
tried successfully in numerous 
other cities. The eight classes, 
which will consist of lectures fol- 
lowed by general discussions, will 
serve to introduce theology in this 
form to the layman. If the classes 
are well-attended, a longer series 
will be inaugurated in the fall. 

Plans for the classes were made 
two weeks ago when the Rev. Msgr. 
John S. Sabo, dean of South Bend, 
called representatives of the city’s 
Catholic organizations together to 
hear Father Hanley and Father 
Nealy explain how the plan works 
in other cities, and what could be 
done in South Bend. Members of 
most of the organizations had pre- 


‘viously expressed a desire to study 


theology in some form. 

It was emphasized that no pre- 
vious training of any kind was 
necessary for those attending the 
classes. The participants will, 
however, be urged to attend all 
eight classes. 


Danger Of Federal 
Control Revealed 
In Barden s Bill 


Washington —(NC)— A Federal 
Government pamphlet which 
seemed to condone pre-marital sex 
adventures was used in a House 
Education committee meeting to 
dramatize the way in which Federal 
control might creep into the na- 
tion’s schools. 


It led to a resolution asking 
President Truman to assure that if 
the committee approved. Federal 
aid to education this legislation 
would not give Washington any 
authority in local school affairs. 
The President promptly. replied 
that fears of school interference by 
his Administration are groundless. 


The net effect of this episode 
was to continue the stalemate 
which has existed in the com- 
mittee on Federal school aid. A 
— full month of daily meetings has 
not resulted in any agreement. 

The committee has decided to set 
aside Rep. A. Barden’s new bill 
and use the Senate-passed Thom- 
as Bill as a working basis to 
settle the parochial-public school 
controversy and other deep dif- 
ferences.

Whilst Vichy-France treated its 
former allies, for instance the Po- 
lish or Czechoslovakian’ soldiers 
who remained in France and in 
North Africa, no better than 
slaves, many of whom succumbed 
by hard labor on the Trans-Sahar- 
an Railway, by privations, by ill- 
treatment, by being sent to an un-

“We had in Miranda an Orthodox 
Rabbi, wearing still his medieval 
costume, and this man, in every 
other camp on the continent a per- 
manent target of the scorn and de- 
rision of his guardians, enjoyed 
here a really respectful treatment 
from the Spanish officers and men; 
and he was the sole internee who 
had not to go to the roll-call which 
twice a day took place in the camp. 

“Not a small number of posts in 
the administration of the camp 
(hospital, music, band, barrack 
chiefs, censors, etc.) was filled by 
internees known as Jews by the 
Spaniards commanding the camp 
of Miranda de Ebro. These are the 
main facts characteristic of this 
camp.

On all the religious, military 
and political feast days of Spain 
the internees found regular and 
welcome feast-menus, offered to 
them in the same way as to the

the Pope of England. He married five times in 
succession and had several of His wives be- 
headed. : 

These reformers did not agree even among 
themselves. Henry VIII wrote a book against 
Luther shortly before he apostatized. For this 
he was given the title “Defender of the Faith.” 
Luther and Zwingli and Calvin had controver- 
sies over certain doctrines. oe 


Calvin studied for the priesthood, but later 
decided to study law. At the early age of 
twenty, as a mere youth, he was supposed to 
have become converted. Luther and Calvin also 
had many tilts. The former, as you are aware, 
taught predestination and even the damnation 
of infants who were not predestined for heaven. 

At the same time the sect of the Anabap- 
tists was formed by Meno Simons, who strove to 
restore the simple life to the people. He was a 
pacifist of his day, but was also opposed to the 
baptizing of infants and is regarded as the 
founder of the Mennonite Sect. 


Each Differs From Others 


Yes, all these religions were founded in the 
same generation, each differing from the other. 
Yet the followers of each today claim that theirs 
alone represents true Christianity. 

These men would not have gotten any far- 
ther in founding new religions than any ex- 
priest of today would, if they had not received 
the backing of certain Princes to whom they 
granted favors in return for support. For in- 
stance Luther granted to Philip of Hesse the 
first divorce ever granted in Germany, with per- 
mission to marry another woman. 

Each reform insisted on being totalitarian. 

Calvin waged a fight on the Duke of Savoy, 
because he was upholding Catholieism in the 
struggle. 

Like Luther he could not brook any rival. 
When Servetus came to Calvin’s town, Geneva, 
the latter had him tried for questioning the 
divinity of Christ and he was burned at the 
stake. 

It was easy to turn the people against the

Why Were Protestant Religions 
Started At About The Same Time? 


Church in Germany when Tetzel, the head of the 
Dominican Order in that country, was deputed 
to collect money for the building of the present 
St. Peter’s in Rome. This gave Luther, who was 
head of the Augustinian Order, an opportunity 
to charge him with “selling indulgences.” That, 
of course, would have been a great abuse, and 
would have angered the people. 

As an evidence of the compromises by which 
things were finally settled in Germany, we might 
call attention to the Peace of Augsburg, which 
provided: 

(1) Every Prince was to be free to dic- 
tate the religion of his subjects. Later it became 
a sort of adage that “the religion of the people 
must be the religion of the prince.” Certainly 
that is very un-Biblical, absolutely totalitarian, 
Stalin-like. The religion of the Christian people 
must be the religion of Christ. 

(2) The Protestants were to retain all the 
church property they seized up to 1552. You 
will notice that 35 years had passed from the 
time Luther revolted before this decision was 
rendered. By that time the situation was so 
under the control of the political rulers that the 
Church could not recover her property. 

(3) No form of Protestantism other than 
Lutheranism was to be tolerated. This provision 
refutes the charge that Protestantism began with 
tolerance. 

(4) Lutherans in provinces ruled by 
churchmen were not to be forced to become Cath- 
olics. a 

It was political influence which invited 
Lutheranism into Norway, Sweden and Den- 
mark. Sweden broke away from Denmark and a 
new King, Frederick I, came to the throne of 
Denmark and Norway. Sweden chose Gustavus 
Vasa as its ruler. Both these rulers saw an 
opportunity to increase their political control 
and power by adopting Lutheranism.

entitled Germany's Refugees“ 
wrote recently: “Hardly had the 
ink dried on the Potsdam Agree- 
ment of August 2, 1945, when a 
flood-tide of expellees, bereft of 
ractically everything except the 
clothes on their backs, poured into 
truncated, demolished Germany. 
Bombed out cities could provide no 
shelter for them, except somewhere 
the ruins or 3 in ill- 
ventilated and ill-lit bunkers. In 
consequence they were crowded 
into homes everywhere, including 
rectories and episcopal residences 
if these had not suffered the fate 
of other housing in the air raids.” 
Many of these Catholic expellees 
were moved into the Protestant 
areas of Germany where there had 
been few Catholic churches even 
before the war. In fact the Catho- 
lie expellees number between 
5,000,000 and 6,000,000. 

Last year the American Bishops, 
through your Lenten charity, were 
able, at the Holy Father’s request, 
to furnish $300,000.00 for the 
erection of many small churches 
and chapels for those areas. 

You should know that the Bish- 
ops of Germany have had many 
joint conferences to wrestle with 
refugee and expellee problems, and 
that the Catholics of Germany have 
made extraordinary sacrifices to 
help this situation as far as they 
were able. 

During the past year the Holy 
Father sent tons and tons of food 
stuff, clothing, and medicine. His 
charities, also assisted by you, are 
concentrated chiefly on the poor, 
impoverished, unfortunate in twen- 
ty or more countries. 

Have you data on the number of 
houses destroyed in Germany dur- 


According to the Sociographical 
Institute of Frankfurt, there were 
in Western Germany about 10,000,- 
000 dwellings. During air raids 
about 1,700,000 were totally des- 
troyed, and 2,700,000 so seriously 
damaged as not to be habitable. In 
other words, about 45% of the pop- 
ulation is deprived of its housing. 


To add to the difficulties, as we

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ACK has always been one of my favorite sports. I think 
that one of the greatest tests of competitive fortitude is 
when two kids are going for the tape, neck-and-neck as the 
saying goes, and one of them in the last second will make 
that all-out effort and get just inches ahead of his opponent 


to cross the line victorious. 


. . That to me is one of sport’s 


greatest thrills. But now I have? 


a question to ask on the running 
sport. 

Bill Fleming, Notre Dame senior, 
recently tied the world’s record for 
the 60-yard low hurdles when he 
was caught in a dual meet with 
Missouri in the time of :06.8 sec- 
onds. At least I was of the opinion 
that he tied the world’s record. He 
ran in an event that was listed on 
the program as the “60-yard low 
hurdies” ‘race. But it seems that 
only four hurdles were used. 
Whereas, when Harrison Dillard 
set the time at :06.8 seconds, a 
couple of years back, five hurdles 
Were used. 

How come? I don’t know. From 
inquiry, I’ve learned that in the 
majority, or at least a great many, 
college meets, four hurdles are 
used for 60-yards, It is easier on 
the contestants. Technically, there- 
fore, I suppose such a race should 
be billed either as the 60-yard low 
hurdles (four hurdles) or the 60- 
yard low hurdles (five hurdles). 
Naturally, this seems sort of silly. 
And I think that the powers that 
be in trackdom could arrange mat- 
ters so that the event would be 
standardized .. . so that the same 
number of hurdles would be used 
in a college meet whether it were 
being conducted -in Maine or Cal- 
ifornia. 


Bill Fleming 


I’ve started out by talking about 
track and mentioned Bill Fleming. 
There is an interesti story on 
the boy. He comes from Providence, 
R. I. and attended high school at 


~LaSalle Academy in that city. It's 


a three-year high school so Bill 
started as a sophomore, — 

The story of how he became one 
of the nation’s outstanding track 
stars is somewhat similar to the 
start of the George Gipp story. 
If you remember, and you prob- 
ably don’t, Knute Rockne noticed 
a boy kicking and throwing a foot- 
ball on the Notre Dame campus 
in street clothes. He was better 
than fair at doing both ... . kick- 
ing and throwing, that is. Rockne 
asked the boy his name. The reply 
was: “George Gipp.” Rockne asked 
him to try out for the Notre Dame 
team. He did, and thus did the 
George Gipp story begin. 

Now for Mr. Fleming. At La- 
Salle Academy, as a soph, he 
was what you might call an 
eager-beaver. Although a little 
on the thin side, he liked ath- 
letics and wanted to compete. He 
tried out for the cross-country 
team, but it was soon evident he 
was not a distance runner. Track 
Ceach Danny O'Grady cut him 
‘from the squad after a few days. 
Then he reported for an end on 
the football team. As Fleming 
recalls his attempts to become 
a feothaller he says: They 
thought so much of my chances 
that I wasn’t even given a uni- 
form.” Next came basketball. 
Fleming became a center candi- 
date. But again he was cut. And 
by this time he was naturally 
somewhat discouraged at the 
prospect: of becoming an athlete. 


But it came about in a Gipp- 
like manner. Three or four days 
before the end of school, in the 
ing high

ppened 
vicinity and he liked what he ob- 
served. He told Fleming: “Next 
year you come out for track.” 
Bill did. He became a good high 
jumper, but an even better hurd- 
ler. 

As a senior in high school, Flem- 
ing was timed in :15.2 seconds 
for the 120-yard high hurdles. And 
that is not bad. He made a mono- 
gram as a freshman at Notre Dame 
in 1946. Then came a year-and-a 
half in the Army. In service, he 
won the 120-yard high hurdles and 
the 220-yard low hurdles in the 
Pacific Olympics, held in Tokyo, 
July 4, 1947. 

He returned to Notre Dame in 
1948 and indoors ran second to 
Capt. John Smith in most of the 
hurdle races that year. Outdoors, 
Smith was injured early in the sea- 
son and Fleming took over as 
Notre Dame’s standout hurdler. In 
1949, Fleming became co-holder 
with Smith of all Notre Dame in- 
door hurdling marks, highs and 
lows, for the 60-yard distance. This 
past December, Bill set a new 
Notre Dame and Sugar Bowl rec- 
ord when he was timed in :13.9 
seconds in the 120-yard high 
hurdles. Recently, he won the 75- 
yard high hurdle race at the Michi- 
gan State Relays. He is the de- 
fending, champ in the Purdue Re- 
lays 75-yard highs and also is the 
current titleholder outdoors in the 
120-yard highs at the Southern Re- 
lays, Central Collegiates and the 
Indiana State Meet. Take a look 
at the U. S. roster at the Olympics 
in 1952 and see if the name of 
William Fleming is not listed 
among the hurdlers.

Like most of you (like heck), I

For a second type, this other lad 
figured he had no fancy liking for 
“holy persons, places, and things,” 
although they were part and parcel 
of his religious beliefs and affec- 
tions. Going to church was a sac- 
rifice, and praying no easy job. He 
even got into boyish scraps with 
Sisters. He rather preferred the 
excitement and adventures of his 
friends and chums. Strangely, you 
might think, this little man is quite 
a success of a Father. There are 
just as many charming girls who 
have become helpful and under- 
standing “Sister Veronicas.” 
Today's “holy Joes” aren't the 
recluses, the self-conceited, the 
wallflowers, the holy kids” of yes- 
terday. And they weren’t all altar- 
boys either.—That’s what I mean: 
God would have to make our duty 
definitely clear. We would need to 
be.absolutely certain of our state. 
But we can't unless God Himself 
makes it unmistakably known to 
us by a special revelation. 
Furthermore, if a “vocation” to 
the religious state implies an obli- 
gation, then no institution could 
refuse us admission, since to do so 
would be going against God’s will. 
In reality, though, no one has a 
right to enter any seminary or 
community. The decision is left 
to the lawful superiors. This is 
Church law. 

Lastly, any Catholic may be ad- 
mitted to the religious state who 
(1) is not hindered by any impe- 
diment, and (2) has the right in- 
tention, and (3) is fit—morally, 
mentally, physically—for the duties 
of the religious state. This is also 
plainly the law of the Church. 
There is no condition of a “special 
calling,” exclusive of the final de- 
cision that the authorities of the 
Church take in our regard, and that 
particularly in refererice to the 
priesthood.

Jurist Suggests Middle-Of-Road Plan 
For United Nations Colonial Mix-Ups 


New York —(NC)— The United 
Nations should seek the middle 
road in resolving the conflict be- 
tween colonial and non-colonial 
powers over the administration of 
non-self- governing and trust ter- 
ritories, according to Judge Charles 
Fahy, recently named to the Court 
of Appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia and a former member of 
the U. 8. delegation to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

“Nothing will be me by beat- 
ing the drums of divisionist pro- 
ag ee he said, but rather the 

N. should seek a compromise 
of the two points of view.” 

Judge Fahy addressed an all- 
day conference on the U. N., spon- 
sored by the American Association 
for the United Nations Commission 
to Study the Organization of 
Peace. he non-administering or 
non-colonia] nations, he said, vast- 
ly outnumber the administering 
members and favor broad inter- 
pretation of the responsibility of 
the U. N. in the non-self-govern- 


2 territories, as well as estab- 
lishment of a permanent U. N. or- 
gan with supervisory powers over 
these territories. 


“It is fear of such action,” 
Judge Fahy stated, “which seems 
to have led certain administering 
powers to intimate they will make 
no further concessions. to the U. 
N. with regard to the territories 
8 which the exercise sovereign- 
y. 

“Thus the U. N. is confronted 
by a difficult situation; without the 
cooperation of the administering 
members, progress within the in- 
ternational framework would be 
seriously retarded.” 


Broadly speaking, Judge Fahy 
explained, the controversy has cen- 
tered on three subjects: whether 
information supplies by the admin- 
istering members to the Secretary- 
General of the U. N. shall include 
political data; from which terri- 
tories it shall. be supplied, since 
the U. N. Charter does not define 


“non - self - td ee territory,” 
and what shall be done with the 
information. 


It is on the last point, he said, 
that the question of the permanent 
U. N. organ arises. At present a 
special committee named by the 
General Assembly examines the in- 
formation. However, the commit- 
tee, whose 16 members are divided 
equally among administering and 
non-administering members, is 
considered illegal by the colonial 
powers who have sought te con- 
vars it to purely procedural mat- 
ers. 

Judge Fahy pointed out that in 
the discussion of non-self-govern- 
ing territories it is necessary to 
remember that in many places 
their inhabitants are no worse off 
than some of the people of sov- 
ereign nations. In fact, many en-

ment and eater protection of 
their individual rights than are 
enjoyed by inhabitants of some 
states called independent.

“The destruction of such objec- 
tives would be of supreme value 
toward winning the war, and hence 
might be sufficiently important to 
justify the concomitant and in- 
direct harm to so many civilians.

Ex-Czech Official 
Says Archbishop 
Will Be Tried 


Washington — (NC) —It is the 
conviction of a former top Czech 
official that the communist regime 
will soon introduce formal politic- 
al charges against Archbishop Jo- 
self Beran of Prague and stage a 
“trial” similar to the one given His 
Eminence Josef Cardinal Minds- 
zenty, imprisoned Primate of Hun- 
gary. 

The official is Dr, Peter Zenkl, 
former mayor of Prague. Until the 
communist coup of February, 1948, 
he was deputy Prime Minister of 


Czechoslovakia and chairman of 
the National Socialist (Benes) 
party. 


Dr. Zenkl arrived at his convic- 
tion, he stated here, after careful 
study of a booklet issued by the 
regime in December, 1949, and re- 
cently made available to him. The 
booklet is entitled “The Plot 
against the Republic.” It was wide- 
ly publicized last December by the 
official Czech press and was call- 
ed by it “must” reading for all 
Catholics, 

The booklet goes to great lengths 
to implicate Archbishop Beran in 
an alleged “anti-democratic” plot 
to seize the Checkoslov govern- 
ment just before the ¢ommunists 
carried out their own coup. 

This is significant Dr. Zenkl said, 
because the Archbishop throughout 
his career has diligently avoided 
any mingling in politics, The refu- 
gee statesman believes the booklet 
is the opening phase of a campaign 
to charge the Archbishop with 
“anti-democratic” activity. The ac- 
cusations made in the booklet, he 
said, will probably form the sub- 
stance of any formal charges that 
will be placed against the prelate. 

The story of an “anti-democratic 
coup,” Dr. Zenkl stated, is an in- 
vention of the communists, who are 
publicizing it to lend some excuse 
to their own seizure of power in 
February 1948, The allegation of 
the communists is that they had to 
usurp power to prevent the “reac- 
tionaries” from seizing the govern- 
ment, he stated. 

Dr. Zenkl himself is mentioned in 
the booklet as involved in the sup- 
posed plans for a coup. With typic- 
al communist effort to link the 
Vatican with What Reds describe 
as the “western imperialists.” The 
brochure states that Dr. Zenkl re- 
ceived “his instructions” for the al- 
leged coup from “a western em- 


bassy,” while Archbishop Beran re- 


ceived his “from the Vatican.”

Liege, Belgium — (NC) — There is 
a courageous little band of Euro- 
pean missionary priests, who, 
whether in dangerous, communist- 
dominated China, war-torn Viet 
Nam or elsewhere, can never be re- 
called to their homeland by their 
own Society.

Their own Society 
5 relinquished all authority over 
them. 


In short, priests of this Soeiety 
must spend the remainder of their 
lives virtually as the natives rooted 
in their soil because they are com- 
pletely assimilated in the native 
clergy. 


These priests are members of the 
Society des Auxiliaries des Mis- 
sions, known as the SAM (Society 
of Mission Helpers). The organiza- 
tion is a Liege diocesan society, 
with central headquarters here and 
a house at Louvain.

Lebbe, a veteran China missionary, 
proposed the creation of a mission 
auxiliary society entirely in their 
service. In the same year, 1926, 
Abbe Boland agreed to form such 
a society, with the approbation and 
great interest of Bishop L. J. Kerk- 
hofs of Liege. After receiving the 
approval of the Sacred Congrega- 
tion for the Propagation of the 
Faith in 1936, the Society was ca- 
nonically erected in 1939 in the Di- 
ocese of liege, where Abbe Gilson 
is now superior. Abbe Boland is 
now director at the Louvain House. 


Priests of the Society have ne 
mission territories of their own, 
but perform parish work under the 
native’ hierarchies established in 
China, Viet Nam, India and Africa. 
There are now, according to the 
latest word received, 19 priests out 
in the mission fields. There are 
about 30 candidates in training.
